Hu salid that he and Agnos have the 
Same priorities in the Same order:“First, in 
preserving and increasing the Supply of 
affordable housing; Second, the preserva- 
tion of the natural environment in the city; 
third, [establishing] San Francisco as 3 
Pacific Rim City.”

(See 玖 / 斥 4/7) 
On Mar. 24, longtime activist Nikki 
Bridges wrote an angry letter to Florsheim 
Shoes Co. President Ronald Mueller 
accusing his company of an insensitive 
advertising campaign and threatening 3 
boycott of its shoes. Bridges had been 
offended by an ad for women s shoes 
which claimed that women in Japan had to 
bind their feet. 

Once informed of the ad, other 
members of the Japanese and Chinese 
American communities also wrote to the 
company. Chinese for Affirmative Action 
Executive Director Henry Der demanded 
in his letter that the company both apolo- 
gize to the communities and retract the ad. 

In a letter dated April S to Bridges， 
Florsheim President Mueller stated, “As a 
national company, we believe we make 
every effort to be sensitive to the public at 
large in all aspects of our communications. 
The viewpoint expressed in your letter has 
Created an even greater awWareness of this 
TeSsponsibility. 

“We are SOrTY when anyone takes 
offense with Florsheim product advertising 
or promotion. The Florsheim advertise- 


ment you described will no longer be 
published after this month.”

-NY is next with 61 Asians with AIDS, of whom 60 were 
homosexual/bisexual， LA has 40， Tepresenting 1% of all cases 
in the city. 

- In the US, Asians constitute almost 2% of the population 
and form about .6% of AIDS cases. 

Chin s appearance at the conference was both a personal 
triumph and a homecoming. He received the conference?s 
highest honor, the 15th annual Chinese Hospital Award. Also， 
he got a chance to re-establish friendships made during his 30 
years in the Bay Area. 

He and his wife Anne moved to Berkeley in 1959, and have 
maintained their home there ever since. After getting his MD 
degree from the State University of New York, Chin earned a 
Masters in Public Health from UC Berkeley's School of Public 
Health. Afterward, he taught epidemiology, the science of 
epidemics, at the same school, and Spent almost 25 years 
working for the State of California、From 1970-87 he was the 
State S Chief of Infectious Diseases. No sooner did he retire， 
than he accepted anioffer to work at the headquarters for the 
World Health Organization in Geneva, Switzerland 

The sentence is indeterminate,”he said.“I need to Spend 
Several years to get the unit set up.” 

An affable, vigorous man with a resonant baritone voice, he 
is ahighly skilled public speaker who delivered his frightening 
message with more humor than despair. He began his lecture by 
Saying no one knows where AIDS came from, but everyone 
agrees it originated in Someone else?S coOuntry Or area.” 

The lecture centered around a series a good news/bad news 
Scenarios. One item of good news, said Chin, is that“clinically， 
the number of infected people . : .in London, San Francisco， 
and New York, has peaked and will probably not increase in the 
Dext 和 ve years due to public awareness and prevention.”

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However, he said, the number of AIDS cases will increase 
dramatically during that period, as the virus carriers develop 
Symptoms of the disease. 

“We estimate by 1991, in the US there will be about 
274,000 cases. This will be a four-or five-fold increase from 
what occurred up to 1987. . . . This general pattern will be the 
Same throughout the world... .By 1991, throughout the worild， 
we lihave aminimum of 1 million AIDS cases. These are the 
Imost COnservative estimates.” 

Since AIDS is such anew disease 一 the virus did not 
Spread rapidly until the late 1970s 一 little is known for certain 
about the life expectancy of carriers.“Most Observers say that 
the mean incubation period is eight-nine years,”noted Chin.…T 
might stretch out to 1$-20 years. Up to half of those will 
develop AIDS within 10 years.” 

He said many Asian countries have taken steps to prevent 
AIDS from entering at the borders, but cautioned“They also 
have to focus on assuming that the virus is there, and [plan] 
how to prevent further spread. So if all their energies are to 

keep it out they'"Te unsuccessful already.” 


SHARETHEIR EXPERIENCE 

People who are bilingual and bicultural can be very useful in 
the fight against AIDS, he said.“But when we talk about 
developing a strategy for Asia and the Pacific, we have to 

utilize local people, rather than using New York or San Fran- 
cisco expertise. We do bring these people over to Share their 
experience ... but you can't transpose [methods] used in 
Europe, the United States, or Africa, and expect them to be of 
any Ielevance....Ithas to be culturally and religiously appro- 
Priate.” 

Virtually every case of AIDS ever recorded, he pointed out， 
can be traced to one of three causes 一 homosexual or hetero- 
Sexual intercourse, infected blood from tansfusion or unsterile 
needles, and perinatal infection from HIV-positive mothers who 
tansmit it their unborn children.“AIDS is not a mystery 
disease,”he stressed.“The question is, how do we modify 
human behavior to control [itj2?” 

Asked whether he would eat in arestaurant where the coOK 
Or waiter was an AIDS carrier, Chin smiled and answered in all 
Seriousness，That depends on whether the food is any good.” 

He rejected the thesis about the dangers of contracting AIDS 
by casual transmission, as described by Sexologists Masters 多 
Johnson in their recent book on the subject. The authors 
Suggested, for example, that if a cook were to bleed while 
preparing food, a diner could conceivably catch AIDS via an 
Open Sore in the mouth. 

“The Asian American population is very familiar with the 
transmission Of Hepatitis B,“ Said Chin.“There are no major 
differences. Hepatitis B is probably several times more infec- 
tious per exposure. . . . [In San Francisco] 10 to 15 percent of 
Asian chefs are Hepatitis B carriers. Idon't think anyone in the 
public health department has been concerned about the effect of 
Someone bleeding into food.” 

He denied that SF`s hospital system will collapse under the 
weight of AIDS.“TIts going to be stretching,”he conceded. 
“The people in the San Francisco Health Department are 
making plans to cope with 让 Coming from the Bay Area Tm 
obviously biased, but travelling throughout the world, we just 
look upon San Francisco as the model for private care in the 
homosexual AIDS cases.” 

Looking at the overall picture, said Chin“We estimate that 
in 20 years, things may stabilize. We'”re only about 10 years 
into this Outbreak.” 

His brightest note:“We believe AIDS can be stopped. 
Education is the key. But we can'tjust tell everybody， “don't， 
and leaveit. It will require extensive national programs， 
especially in the developing countries: It will require global 
leadership.” 

The World Health Organization will hold a conference in 
New Delhi in early June，“specifically to set strategy for Asian/ 
Pacific countries.” 

His worstnews came during the duestion-and-answer 
Session, when SOmeone asked whether an anti-AIDS vaccine is 
jlikely to be developed in the foreseeabie future. 

“No，Chin responded immediately“I don't think the 
technology exists. Conventional vaccines don't work. Twould 
Say that in my lifetime, there won'tbe an effective vaccine in 
USe.”

prize winner of all string categories. 

Yet Ni remains remarkably humble in 
lightof her accomplishments. “"I was chosen 
tobeoneofthefinalists,soIwent(to Bloom- 
ington) and was lucky to be chosen the win- 
ner,” she Says in her virtually flawless Eng- 
lish. 

Born in China, Nitook up piano and violin 
at the age of four, but Switched to the cello 
when sheenrolled atthe Shanghai Conserva- 
tory. 

In 1984, while touring in the US with an 
organization from the Peoples Republic of 
China，she was discovered -by Margaret 
Rowell, dean of West Coast cello teachers. 
Rowell convinced her'to study in the Bay 
Area. 9oon after her arrival，the young 
musician joined the Virtuoso Program of the 
San Domenico Schoolin San Anselmo. This 
highly competitive program provides gifted 
musicians with conservatory training as well 
as acollege preparatory education. 

Underthis rigourous training，Ni's Career 
has taken offt. Last January the cellist per- 
formed as Soloist in the Marin Symphony 
Subcription Series. According to San 
Domenico'"s music directorFrances Faith，“It 
was the first time in the Marin Symphony?s 
30 year history that they ever used a young 
person. They have always used managers 
and people from New York. They heard Ni 
and weie SO impressed.”
